They 
brought  us  one  of  the  flags  and 
apologized  that  it  was  smeared 
with  blood.  Then  they  left." 

Then  two  men  from  the 
prayer  team  approached  the 
men  who  had  attacked  the 
tent.  “Their  faces  were  all 
covered  in  blood  with  bro¬ 
ken  noses,"  Kosyak  said.  “Our 
men  brought  them  to  the 
tent  where  they  gave  them 
first  aid.  They  washed  them, 
prayed  for  them,  and  handed 
them  New  Testaments.’  ^ 

Regardless  of  what  happens, 
Kosyak  said,  his  group  wuf  con¬ 
tinue  to  pray  each  day  for  the 
city  and  for  Ukraine. 

One  evening  following  their 
ftme  of  prayer,  the  group  was 


harassed  by  rioters.  One  young 
family  was  able  to  escape  in 
their  car,  but  not  before  some¬ 
one  began  shooting  at  them 
with  a  pistol.  Shots  broke  the 
windows  of  the  car  and  one  bul¬ 
let  lodged  in  the  body  of  the  car. 

The  next  day,  Kosyak  asked 
the  family  how  they  feh  in  the 
aftermath  of  the  attack.  They 
told  me,  "We  will  be  there  to¬ 
morrow  to  pray,’*  he  said,  “and 
they  came  hade  here  the  next 
evening  with  their  17-year-old 
daughter.  That  event  did  not 
stop  them  from  coming." 

In  cities  across  Ukraine, 
similar  prayer  tents  have  been 
erected  but  most  have  not 
fallen  victim  to  attacks  from 
political  demonstrators. 

Evangelicals  erected  a  prayer 


tent  in  Kiev's  Independence 
^uare,  where  they  gather  each 
My  to  pray  and  distribute  Bi¬ 
bles  and  other  Christian  litera¬ 
ture.  Volunteers  have  been  op¬ 
erating  that  tent  daily  for  more 
than  three  months  now. 

“Our  tent  is  still  here,"  said 
Victor  Gutsalo,  a  retired  Ukrai¬ 
nian  army  officer  who  comes  to 
the  square  each  day.  The  fires 
burned  all  around  us  [during 
the  Euromaidan  demonstra- 
tions],  but  the  tent  was  un¬ 
harmed.  God’s  hand  of  protec¬ 
tion  has  been  on  us.“ 

In  foe  eastern  border  city  of 
Kharldv,  believers  gather  each 
morning  to  pray  in  foe  city’s 
central  square,  which  also  fea¬ 
tures  one  of  the  largest  statues 
of  Lenin  in  Europe.  The  group 


said  they  have  not  been  '.ic- 
tims  of  harassment  during  their 
pr^r  meetings. 

■^Ve  were  asked  to  move 
from  one  part  of  the  square  to 
another,*  said  Joy  Burnett  (not 
her  real  name),  a  Christian 
worker  in  Kharkiv.  “They  [gov¬ 
ernment  oftkials]  realized  that 
we  were  here  to  pray  and  not 
to  protest.  So  they  asked  us  to 
move  away  from  where  protest¬ 
ers  usually  gather.' 

Back  in  Donetsk,  Kosyak 
said  church  leaders  have  dis¬ 
cussed  making  their  place  on 
foe  street  corner  a  regular 
place  of  prayer,  even  after  the 
political  crisis  is  over. 

“We  are  standing  on  our 
knees,"  he  said,  "^e  only 
weapon  that  we  have  is  prayer."

GuideStone  Financial  Re¬ 
sources,  the  SBC's  financial 
and  health  benefits  entity 
headouartered  in  Dallas,  also 
signed  on  to  a  friend-of-the- 
court  brief  in  support  of  the 
housing  allowance.  It  joined 
with  other  denominational 
benefit  boards  as  part  of  the 
Church  Alliance,  which  filed 
its  brief  April  10. 

In  a  statement  for  Baptist 
Press,  ERLC  President  Rus¬ 
sell  D.  Moore  said  he  is  “^ad 
to  stand  with  our  allies  at 
the  Beckrt  Fund  in  defend¬ 
ing  foe  fair  and  just  ministe¬ 
rial  exemption.  The  ministe¬ 
rial  housing  allowance  is  not'a 
government  grant  but  an  equi¬ 
table  recognition  of  the  unique 
situation  of  clergy." 

GuideStone  President  O.S. 
Hawkins  told  BP  in  a  state¬ 
ment.  “GuideStone  has  long 
recognized  the  vital  role’  of

the  housing  allowance. 

Under  foe  federal  income 
tax  system,  some  housing 
costs  are  primarily  for  “the 
convenience  of  the  employer,’ 
not  the  employee.  As  a  result, 
such  costs  are  not  considered 
income.  Among  those  who  re¬ 
ceive  such  benefits,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  ministers,  are  members 
of  the  military,  workers  living 
overseas  and  employees  of  ea- 
ucationsJ  institutions. 

The  Freedom  From  Re¬ 
ligion  Foundation  (FFRF), 
based  in  Madison,  Wis., 
sued  the  Internal  Revenue 
^rvice  (IRS)  regarding  the 
housing  allowance. 

The  allowance  has  been 
especially  helpful  to  smaller 
congregations,  because  their 
pastors  or  ministers  -  who 
typically  receive  lower  sala¬ 


ries  --  benefit  from  part  01 
their  income  being  non-tax- 
able.  A  2002  estimate  offered 
by  then-Rep.  Jim  Ramstad  of 
Minnesota  said  foe  bousing  al¬ 
lowance  would  save  ministers 
$2.3  billion  in  taxes  during  the 
following  five  years. 

Crabb  s  decision  came  as  no 
surprise.  In  2010,  she  ruled 
the  National  Day  of  Prayer 
violates  foe  establishment 
clause.  A  three-judge  panel 
of  the  Seventh  Circuit  Court 
unanimously  struck  down 
Crabb  s  ruling  the  following 
year.  The  appeals  court  ruled 
FFRF  did  not  have  standing  to 
bring  the  lawsuit.
